The trouble arose out of the bitter* 
ness of last fall's campaign for the po- 
litical control of the state, and when 
the republicans selected sixty-three 
members, a majority of one, of the 
lower house of the legislature, the 



sixty-three members had been riven 

certificates by mistake, and that their 
populist opponents had In fact been 
eleoted. This being the case, they de- 
cided to not permit the republicans to 
orgsnize the house, and thus array an 
opposition branch of the government 
against the populist senate and the 
populist governor, and enabling them 
to kill proposed populist legislation. 

The result of this decision on the part 
of the populists waa the organization 
of two distinct houses, one by the re- 
publicans and one by the populists. 
All agreed that the question of which 
was the legal house should be left to 
the court*, but the populists ate 
refused until late Tuesday t" 
to take any action upon whicfi tne re- 
publicans could base an action h» law, 
and have refused to take any legal 
steps to test the republican position. 

Soon after they entered the hall the 
populist's janitor turned off the steam. 
The military guards without the hall 
will permit no one to enter, and the re- 
publicans have no means of supplying 
themselves with fond or with artificial 
heat The republicans having become

that the future will yet see the fulfill- 
ment of the project of Grant and the 
addition of San Domingo to onr terri- 
tories. 

Those Individuals who declare that 
the annexation of foreign territory Is un- 
American will do well to bestow a little 
study on the history of the United States. 
The annals of this Nation record a series 
of annexations that are unprecedented 
iu modern history. Through annexa- 
tion the Republic has grown to Its pres- 
ent strength and stature. If its found- 
ers had heeded the peevish protests of 
the early antl-annexatlonlsts the United 
States to-day would be a feeble Nation, 
its territory restricted to the 827.844 
qnare miles of the original thirteen 
Btates. Fortunately a broader and more 
patriotic policy inspired the course of 
American statesmen. Jefferson bought 
Louisiana from Napoleon, and added 
more than a million square miles of 
Western territory to the United States. 
Monkob purchased Florida of Spain and 
brought 59,2»'>S additional square miles 
t the Stars and Stripes. The an- 
nexation of Texas Increased our territory 
by 376,1131 square miles; the annexation 
Of the provinces of Northern Mexico in- 
creased it by 545,783 square m"es; the 
Gadsden purchase in the Southern part 
of Arizona In lH.j3 gave us 45,535 square 
miles more. Seward's purchase of 
Alaska from the Crar resulted in the ac- 
quisition of 577,930 square miles of terri- 
tory and brought the area of the Doited 
States up to its present Imperial dimeu- 
dons of 3.603,884 square miles, more 
than three-fourths of which has been 
added by annexation during the present 
century. 

The annexation of Hawaii, Canada 
and Cuba is in harmony with the vigor- 
ous and enlightened policy which has 
governed the ablest American states- 
men. It is iu fulfillment of the mani- 
fest destiny of this country; it is In the 
later**! of civilization, freedom aud 
progress. With the completion of the 
N earagua Canal It would make the 
United States not only the dominant 
Nation of the Western Hemisphere, but 
the premier power of the world.

Formerly the cost of stump speeches 
was the largest item In a bill of cam- 
paign expenses, but it is very different 
now. The great majority of campaign 
speakers, aside from their necessary ex- 
penses, revive no recompense for their 
services; those of the first class never 
paid for 

his speeches, and the late Senator Oonk- 
liug not only refused pay for his 
services in a campaign, but always in- 
f his own expenses, 
take receipts there- 
for. Still there are quite a number of 
attractive speakers who are not only 
paid, bat well paid, for their speeches. 
Some receive one hundred dollar* a 
week and expenses, and a vary few as 
high as one thousand dollar* a week. 
There are not wanting those who make 
a business of campaign speaking and 
have no other regular means of sup- 
port One speaker, a well-known ex- 
congressman, has been employed for 
several years by the national commit- 
tee of his party at a handsome annual 
salary.

Topeka, Kui., Feb. 10;— A riot is Im- 
minent between the republican! and 
populists in the hall of representatives. 
The long expected crisis has arrived and 
there now teems no way to prevent a 
dangerous clash between the two par- 
ties. 

When the republicans went to enter 
the hall of representatives at 10 o'clock 
Wednesday morning they found the 
doors had been barred. They were 
barred by the populist*. The republic- 
an loaders soon determined to force an 
entrance, and sledge hammers were 
secured for this purpose. They were 
used to such effect upon the doors of a 
side entrance leading to the hall that 
they were soon demolished and the 
members of the republican house filed 
quickly through and entered the halL 

Had the populist house been in ses- 
sion conflict would surely hare resulted, 
but fortunately the populist house, 
Tuesday, adjourned until • 1 o'clock 
Wednesday, and consequently was not 
in session at the time. 

As soon as it became known by the 
populists what had occurred, Gov. 
Lewellyn was notified. He promptly 
called out the militia and instructed 
them to proceed to the hnll and eject 
the members of the republican house 
from the floor. The soldiers started on 
their mission. 

The republicans being informed of 
the action of the governor, held a hur- 
ried conference to determine upon what 
course of action to pursue. No definite 
plan was decided upon, but individual 
republicans are trying as this is being 
written to Induce the Santa Fe railroad 
to call out its shop to appose the militia

"Another importaut reason for 
action is the possibility of the arrival 
here of a British war vessel, and that 
the English minister here, thus aided,

"With the islands under our protec- 
tion we think the English minUter will 
not attempt to insist that his govei 
mcnt has the right to interfere while 
our flag Is over the government build- 
ing." In concluding his dispatch Min- 
ister Stevens says: "We shall continue 
to maintain our present position with 
greet caution and firmness until we 
hear from the president through the 
secretary of state.
